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e . Shipment of Personal Effects of De ceased Employee (new item - 
completed) 

On 19 May a cable dated 13 May was received in the Transportation 
^^^isioxwwt^^in^th^^aeadquarbOT^tha^hinmen^o^gersona^effects 


requested that the shipment be brought to Ifeshington for security 
inspection. Security inspection was performed and personal effects 
shipped to the destination indicated above qn 30 July 1953. The 45 
day delay for the purpose of performing the security inspection appears 
to be due to lack of regulations and procedures concerning the security 
inspection of effects of deceased persons and a misunderstanding as to 
whether the inspection should be performed at. an overseas station or 
after arrival in the continental United States. On 15 July 1953 
another shipment of personal effects arrived in New York by water 
carrier consigned as above. This shipment was also brought to 
Washington for security inspection and was shipped to the consignee 
on 1 August 1953. It is pointed out that had there been a definite 
regulation and a clear understanding of such regulation in connection 
with the security inspection of personal effects, the delay of the air 
shipment for 45 days would not have occurred. Action will be initiated 
by Transportation Division to request the Director of Security to have 
a procedure established.

A draft of a proposed Agency regulation concerning transporta- 
tion of privately-owned automobiles to ports of embarkation has been 
prepared and submitted to the Administrative Staff, Logistics Office.

c « Change in Foreign Service Regulations regarding Time Limit 
on Movement of Dependents and Household Effects (new item - completed) 

A change in Foreign Service Travel Regulations was recently 
received in the Transportation Division. This change, dated 29 June 
1953 and designated 180 FSTR 3.6, in general, requires that travel of 
dependents and shipment of personal effects must commence not later 
than six months after the employee completes his personal travel 25X1 A 

pursuant to authorization, and contains provisions for a waiver of 

tbn^lim^tfduons when circumstances warrant it. Agency 

provides that dependent travel and shipment of effects 
will commence within one year. of completion of the employee's travel. 

Since it was not clear in the Transportation Division as to whether or 
not the change in Foreign Service Travel Regulations would be finding 
in this Agency, a request for a decision was made to the Office of 
General Counsel, 
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A representative of the General Counsel* s Office 
stated that Foreign Service Regulations were an adoptive 
could be used for the lack of an appropriate Agency Regulation. 

He cited Section 5 (a), Public Law 110, which states that travel 
allowances and related expenses will be governed by such regulations 
as the Director may prescribe. He also st ated that the provisions of 
Agency which states that dependents 

travel and shipment of effects will commence within one year of the 
completion of employee’s travel, would continue to apply to this Agency.

In accoraanc^wjre^Agenc^Regulations^^^HB^^Bnd Foreign Service 
Travel Regulations, Part III, paragraji^WH^^Mt of storing personal 
effects at Government expense is authorized for a period not in excess 
of three months after first arrival of employee at a Post. 
household and personal effects arrived at Capital Storage

January 1953 to 7 July 1953, a period of 
s5^nonths^sd^£29.95 per month, for a total of $179.70. The Transpor- 
tation Division can apppove storage charges only to the extent that 
they are authorized in regulations. Since the storage company will 
charge for a full month, when only a portion thereof is involved, 
Transportation Division can authorize payment of storage for the 
month of January only, plus charges for unloading, handling and unpack- 
ing, which comes to a total of $121.08. The Transportation Division 
does not have authority to authorize payment for storage of the 
household and personal effects for the additional five months amounting 
to $149.75. Therefore, the entire bill was returned to the W. H. Divi- 
sion for that Division to take the appropriate action to obtain approval 
if it is desired that the entire bill be paid by this Agency. It was 
recommended to the W. H. Division that action be taken to obtain the 
approval of DD/P (Admin.) and DD/A in accordance with par. 10.12 of 
Confidential Funds Regulations, dated 1 February 1949, prior to return- 
ing the bill to the Transportation Division to authorize payment.
